WITH THE CANNIBALS. 


EXPERIENCE OF A SOLDIER 
WHO 


WAS FATTENED FOR THE FEAST. 


Kwo of His Companions Co VisUing and 


>"eyer Ketnnt—In Constant Dread of Be- 
ing Roasted untl Devoured—Kescned at 
J^ast by TCelliger^nt Arabs. 


A llauva suMior named Alakai, iiij tho 


service u£ tho Congo State, bad a thrilling 
experience a "uluk1 a£n, ^hich Capt Coquil' 
hat says is one of tho most dramatic inci- 
dents that has come tu his notice in Africa. 
He was one of three soldier^ whom Capt. 
Hans^ens left at tht; mouth uf the Aruwimi 
to man a little station tthich Ilaussens estab- 
lished thei e. The captain steamed away, leav- 
ing these men alone among tho worst canni- 
bals in the Congo hasin. and several months 
later Alakai told Capt. Coquilhat this story 
of what happened: 


"The clue? ot' the village," he said, "told 


Capt. Hanssens that he would protect us as 
bo would his on n children. Ho asked us 
not to leave the village, as he could not an- 
swer for what his neighbors might do. 'iJe 
prudent,' ho said. Several days passed <mi- 
etly, and theu about noon ono day several of 
tho villagers asked my comrades to go with 
them over to an island to fish. I opposed 
the excursion, but it was no use, as much 
pleasure had been promised tho men, and so 
they went away with tho IKhers. A little 
after nightfall the canoes of tho returning 
fishermen touched the shore, but I did not 
leo my two comrades among them. Fear- 
Ing treason, 1 hid myself in an abandoned 
huL 


HE SAW HIS COMBADE3 COOKING. 


Soon after a fire was built near the place 


where I was concealed, and after a while I 
could smell tho odor of cooking meat. I be- 
lieved they were roasting tho flesh of my 
friends, and the thought filled me with hor- 
ror. 
I crept out into tho darkness, and, 


lying in tho tall grass, I could see oveiythmg 
that was going on at the lire, Lar£;o pieces 
of meat w ero roasting over tho coals, and 
soon the cannibals tool; out of a largo jar 
two human heads, which I recognized as 
those of my comradea. 
Many men were 


laughing around tho fire, and others were 
attending to the coolcei y. 


"I crept away through tho grass and hid 


in the forest, but did not go very far from 
the Bosoko villages, for 1 hoped that ono of 
our steamcl 3 fl ould como thero before a great 
while. For weeks I lived on roots and wild 
fruits and a littie raw manioc that in tho 
night time I took from tho fields. Ill abouta 
month I uas discovered by a woman who 
was looking for medicinal plants, bhe gave 
the alarm and I was seized, taken back to 
the village and delivered to tho chief who 
had made the alhantM w ith Capt. Hanssens. 
When I was alone \Mth htm I told him he 
had a ternblo account to settle- with the 
whites for \\ hat lie had done. Tho chief said 
ho was not responsible for the death of my 
friends, for if they had followed his council 
they would Inn o been saie. lie told me that 
if I would promi'-e to t^ll tho captain 1113' 
friends had been iccidentally drowned ho 
would protect me. I promi-.ed to do s* 
The 


chief put a guard u\ er me, but did not con- 
line mo, and fur some weeks I hoped to 
iscapo tho fate of my friuuK 


"Then the people of thu \illage went to the 


chief and demanded my body tor a feast. 'It 
is useless,'they said,'to hope to satisfy the 
white man by restoring to him only ono of 
his men. Since no have killed the othe/mea 
it is better to make way with tins witness of 
the act.' For days the chief refused to give- 
me up to his men, but I saw at last that ho 
was certain to } leld to the solicitations, which 
were becoming more and more pressing. Bo 
I seized an opportumt}* one daik night to 
toko refuge a second time in the forest. Be- 
lieving then that our boats would not reach 
the Axuwimi again for three or four months 
1 buried m3'selt in tho interior. Not daring 
to approach the fields I no longer had manioo 
to eat, and my strength dun 
lied day by 


day. 


aAlF.D IJY HIS TATTOO UAItKS. 


"After living in great misery lor over 


three months I cautiously advanced toward 
the villages. O'.ie day I heard tho puffing of 
a steamer. It was tho missionary vessel 
Peace. I went down to thu bank', but tho 
steamer was far aw ay and did not see me. 
I saw the whito men take somo villagers on 
board, evidently to get news of us. Tho 
Datives said, without doubt, that wo had 
goce away, for they were soon released and 
the steamer went on. 


"Some of the natives »ho at the sight of 


tho vessel had fled into tho forest discovered 
me, and I was again pounced upon, and this 
time I was closely guarded. I henrd them 
say that I naa tootliri to mi and that they 
wouldn't kill me jr.sD .Mt. After my fright- 
ful privationi I n.:s nothing but skm and 
bone. They fed mj all I could eat, and I 
could not resist my appetite. As I had no 
exercise and lived on tho fat o£ the laud I 
rapidly increased in flesh, and in a few weeks 
I was regarded us in a lit condition to eat. I 
saw them prepaiing thu manioc and tho beer 
f or tho fea^t. I feit. that my last hour was 
approaching. 


On tho afternoon o£ tin-day w hen I n as to 


be killed iny arms were tied behind me. Tho 
sun was still high when all of a sudden wo 
heard a great noise in tho \ illages near tho 
Congo. 'The Arabs arc coming,' everybody 
shouted, and tho men seized their speorn. The 
women aud children hurried off into the 
"woods. 
Presently tho Arab slavers came 


near enough to pour a volley of shot into the 
town, and tho men took to flight. In tho 
midst of the retreat tho Basoko said I ought 
to be taken along, and a warrior was assigned 
to this task. All the others disappeared. My 
guard stepped into his hut to get his shield. 
Seizing this unexpected opportunity 1 leaped, 
tied as I was, into the neighboring bush. The 
man .hurled himself after mo, but just; theu 
the Arabs burst into tao village and tho war- 
rior turned and lied. I stuck my head out of 
the thicket aud the Arabs saw and seized me. 
They thought I was a Bazook, but I shouted, 
'I am ono of Stanleys men.' I bora the 
tattoo marks of the Haussa, with which they 
were famihar. They unbound mo and I was 
saved. A few days later Capt. Vou Gele ap- 
peared with his steamers and I was turned 
over to him." 


The Hanssas are natives of tho Soudan, 


many of whom have served 111 tho Congo 
state. When Alakai was restored to his fel- 
lows they bore him around on their shoulders 
and had a great jubilation. Capt. Coquilhat 
s»ys he was fat and sleek, and laughed heart- 
ily whan he spoke of the good nourishment 
the cannibal had given him during the last 
month of his captivity.—]Seiv York Sun.

A Biookljm Boy of O Tears Abducted and 


Sold in Indiana for »25. 


One bleak evening in the- fall of 1863 a 


small boy, 0 years of age, was hurrying 
through a street in Brooklyn with a 
basket of shavings on his arm, which he had 
obtained at a factory near by. As he ran on 
he was seized by a big, burly man, hurried 
into o cab and driven swiftly away. All 
night long the mother of the kidnaped boy 
wrung her hands in grief, for the police, who 
had been notified of the little fellow's disap- 
pearance, brought no tidings to give her Joy. 
Days, weeks, months and years went by. The 
mother had a good living and spent hun- 
dreds of dollars in search of her missing boy. 
She finally settled in the belief that he bad 
strayed away and fallen off the pier. 


Meanwhile Charlie, for that was his name, 


N as brought to Indiana with a score or more 
of other children, and all were disposed of at 
various prices to cover expenses. 
Charlie 


fell into thu hands of a farmer named Allen, 
» ho resided iu Beuton county. Allen paid 
the agent 42o. The farmer was gruff and 
mean, aud hla T^ffe was very unkind. He ran 
away from hia cruel home to go he knew not 
where. Ha set out aud managed to get as 
far as Lewisburg, in the- eastern part of Cass 
county. Ho was overtaken and returned to 
Fanner Allen. Allen and his two sons took 
the determined lad to the barn and hanged 
him with a rope by the neck. Neighbors in- 
terfered and Charley's life was saved. Allen 
and both his sons were sent to the peniten- 
tiary for attempting murder. 


That was over twenty years ago. After 


that Charlie had many homes. He finally 
drifted to this city. He was married and 
settled in a comfortable home, and the hus- 
band and father was a constant student of 
tho Bible aud hoped to enter the ministry. 
Ono day a gentleman whom he had known 
in Benton county approached him and said: 
"Your narns 13 not Charlie Allen 
It is 


Charles Lisponard, and your po" .e live in 
Brooklyn, New York." 
The 
entleman 


would say nothing more and left. 


The name souuded peculiarly strange now, 


and revived memories that had slumbered 
Ions. A young lawyer, who resides in a sub- 
urb of Brooklyn, made search, but could 
find no person by the name of Lkpenard. 
Ho found that a family had lived In a certain 
ward there but had moved away long since. 
With this much as a starter, the record o( 
the ward school was examined for the year 
1803. There was the name Charlie Lispenard. 
Citizens were fouud who remembered the 
circumstance. 
It was also learned that a 


brother of the missing boy had lived in the 
ward until lie was a young man. 


By diligent inquiry George W. Lispenard 


was found occupying a position of trust in a 
largo jewelry store in Brooklyn. He had 
often heard his mother bemoaning the sud- 
den and strange loss o£ her boy, who was two 
years older than George. 


Tho story was quickly told to the mother. 


In the joyful hope of discovering a long lost 
son and brother each wrote a letter detailing 
little incidents of tho missing boy's child- 
hood. Tho identity was completely estab- 
lished.

Tho Segregation Of the Races. 


Senator lugalls asserts that the mulatto Is 


disappearing and the negroes are steadily 
growing blacker. This is undoubtedly true. 
Quo sees fower mulatto children now—and 
tho number constantly decreases. There are 
reasons for this. Slavery encouraged associa- 
tion between the races, and the law provided 
no punishment. Now a negro woman can in- 
voke tho law to establish the paternity of her 
child and to fix the responsibility for it. Be- 
3 ond this protection there is a sentiment in 
both races that condemns as disgraceful a 
connection that in slavery was not specially 
considered. It is noticeable, too, that mulatto 
women are taking black husbands, or mulatto 
men dark wives. Tho black raco is clearly 
growing blacker. 


Thero is another segregating process going 


on of which Senator Ingalls takes no account. 
Tho vs hito race is rolling back from the coast 
plantations to the highlands and leaving the 
negroes in possession. This is not limited to 
tho coast, but wherever the negroes largely 
predominate the whites are retiring. The 
movement of separation is casual and doubt- 
less imperceptible to both races. But it is 
quietly going on. 
The English speaking 


raco everywhere rules or reti es. In re- 
sponse to this principle the mov, 
3nt of the 


whites from the coastal plains j other lati- 
tudes is slowly but surely progressing. It 
does not affect ihe cities on tho coast. There 
tho whites are gathered and they will pro- 
bably gam from the incoming of the whites 
from tho surrounding country. But in a few 
years the close student will see the black and 
white streaks on the map of the south deepen- 
ing—the black spots growing blacker, the 
white spots whiter. 


There are those who hold that an even 


larger movement is taking place—that of the 
gathering of the whites in the cities, and the 
slow—very slow—surrender of the farms to 
tho negroes. We are not prepared to sa.v 
that this is true. But we have always held 
that each raco in the south, when left free to 
follow its instincts, revolved about its own 
center, and that the resultant motion was 
centripetal rather than centrifugal. 
This 


principle may be relied on, and in the long 
future it may solve our racial problem.— 
Atlanta Constitution.

Can cripples enjoy themselves/ Well, that 


depends. 


Thero aro some cripples in this big city 


who cannot; but a visit to the Hospital for 
Cripples, at Forty-second street and Lexing- 
ton avenue, which, in tit way, is on» of tha 
most interesting, as it is in some respects one 
of the most tad, sights to be seen in New 
York, will show one that even those deprived 
of the use of their limbs may be made, to 
some extent, happy and contented. 


There aro 100 young children in the insti- 


tution, all more or less afflicted physically, 
but some ox the brightest and most intelli- 
gent faces that one could wish to see.may be 
found among these little cripples. Their 
playground, in fine weather, is on the roof of 
the hospital, and when it is cold, in some of 
tho large rooms of the institution. 


They have their games, but there is some- 


thing pathetic about them. There Is no foot- 
ball, no running races, no rolling of hoops 
nor any other games into which physical ex- 
ertion enters. But they have games suited 
to themselves, and ingenious enough some of 
them are, too. But then- iingiug is the 
feature of the institution that most interests 
the stranger. Very sweet are some of the 
young voices, and very deep is the effect that 
it leaves on the listener. While singing some 
of the pale little faces are idealized, and th» 
deep look of patience one finds in the eyes of 
the young who are afflicted changes to OB* of 
hope and happiness. 


Altogether it is a very pretty sight, and 


one from which more than one sound lesson 
may be drawn.—New York Mail and Ex- 
press.

French Marriage IAWS. 


An oft repeated and oft neglected warning 


to English girls about to marry Frenchmen 
is repeated In an English journal. It does 
not yet seem to be understood that, though a 
woman may be married to a Frenchman ac- 
cording to all the forms of the English law, 
she Is not necessarily married in Franca. The 
French law still requires that the absurd and 
antiquated form of asking the head of the 
bridegroom's family to consent to a marriage 
shall be gone through, and if this Is omitted 
the marriage is Invalid.

How Paducau Wa» Named. 


The city of Paducah, Ky., has, I notice, 


been coming to the front recently, and con- 
siderable has been printed In the newspapers 
concerning tho place. In a recently published 
article an attempt wasms.de to give a history 
of the city, and tho writer, lacking informa- 
tion as to the origin of the name, fell back on 
that most convenient makeshift, "an old In- 
dian chief."

Pat Dugan's wood yard and the few shantiee 
occupied by himself and his woodchoppers 
eventually grow to a thriving city, and what 
more natural than that the original name 
should be retained, and Paducah is a very 
natural corruption of the ancient and Ijonor- 
able name, Patrick Dugan.—Steamboat Mate 
in St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

The escaped forger, H. H. Harris, who 


fled from Deoatnr in October last, was 
caught at Holton, Kansas, where be was 
confronted by Marshal Mason and iden- 
tified as the missing convict, State's At- 
torney Mills receiving the information by 
telegraph Saturday evening.
